was 
sent by him to his. wife In Copenhagen 
and by her made public. 
It contained 
what purported to be statements from 
Cook’s two Eskim o companions In his 
north polar quest, 
Rasmussen said he 
did not personally talk with the Eski­ 
mos, hut their statements were taken 
by two missionaries who were working 
in the country from which Dr 
Cook 
said he started for the pole. 
In his statement Dr Cook answers 
categorically the statements Imputed 
to the Eskim o boys, denying each in 
turn and giving reasons why he thinks 
they should he considered false; de­ 
clares that Rasmussen has reason to 
dislike him (C ook); says no effort was 
made to get at the truth in the alleged 
examination of the two boys, and that 
on the contrary 
they were plied with 
leading questions designed to evolve 
the answers desired 
Dr. Cook says Rasmussen's reputa­ 
tion as an arctic «ledge traveler rests 
upon
